Forecasters are keeping an eye 
out for a potential tropical 
storm in the Caribbean. Some 
computer models indicate the 
system could grow into the At¬ 
lantic seasons first named 
storm within days. The first 
name on the 2010 list in the At¬ 
lantic is "Alex." 


One wave is currently creep¬ 
ing westward through the cen¬ 
tral Caribbean towards 
Hispaniola, located near Haiti, 
which will bring gusty, drench¬ 
ing thunderstorms today. 

Although some coastal re¬ 
gions, and islands affected by 
the oil spill are said to be safe, 


the odds of multiple tropical 
storms and hurricanes tracking 
over the oil spill and other lo¬ 
cations are exceptionally high 
this year. The potential damage 
and destruction to coastal areas 
from wind and rough storms 
near the oil slick, will take this 
season to a whole new level.

Alleged drug lord Coke 


captured in 

Jamaican police said they 
captured alleged drug king¬ 
pin Christopher 'Dudus' Coke 
on the outskirts of Kingston 
yesterday. 

Coke is wanted for extra¬ 
dition to the United States 
and at least 73 people were 
killed when Jamaican secu¬ 
rity forces stormed a 
Kingston slum during an at¬ 
tempt to capture him last 
month. 

The government's attempts 
to arrest and extradite Coke 
to the United States on drugs 
and weapons charges in May 
led to a violent clash in West 
Kingston that resulted in the 
deaths of at least 73 civilians 
and gang members and three 
security officers. 

Despite a bounty and the 
nationwide search for the 
gang leader, who has strong 
ties to the ruling Jamaican 
Labour Party, he had man¬ 
aged to elude capture. 

The Gleaner said that the 
Rev. A1 Miller, who previ¬ 
ously managed to negotiate 
the surrender of Coke's sister 
and brother, helped bring him 
into custody.

formation Service were not 
immediately returned. 

To the U.S. government, 
Christopher "Dudus” Coke is 
Jamaica's A1 Capone. But for 
many Jamaicans, he's more 
like Robin Hood-and he's 
also a player in the local 
music business. 

After the U.S. government 
issued an extradition order 
for Coke on Aug. 25, 2009, 
over alleged drugs and arms 
trafficking offenses commit¬ 
ted in the United States, a 
number of reggae artists 
headed into recording studios 
to voice their opinions on the 
man known in Kingston as 
"the President."

Hundreds missing, over 40 dead in Court blocks Obama ban 
Brazil floods on deepwater drilling 


RIO DE JANEIRO - Torrents 
of flood water devastated 
towns and villages in north¬ 
eastern Brazil, killing at least 
42 people and leaving more 
than 600 missing, emergency 
officials said yesterday. 

Days of heavy rain in the 
states of Alagoas and Pernam¬ 
buco flooded towns, burst a 
river dam, and left more than 
40,000 people without shelter, 
state officials said. 

At least 29 people were 
killed in Alagoas and 607 were 
missing. About 500 of those 
missing were in the area of 
Uniao de Palmeiras, which 
was hit by a wall of water after 
a dam gave in under the weight 
of the floods.

The Netherlands has agreed 
to a Nato request to deploy a 
submarine off the coast of 
Somalia to combat piracy. 

The Dutch ministry of de¬ 
fence said the submarine will 
join the Nato-led interna¬ 
tional flotilla off East Africa. 

It will be used for recon¬ 
naissance in the vast area 
from the Gulf of Aden deep 
into the Indian Ocean where 
Somali pirates have been hi¬ 
jacking commercial vessels 
for ransom. 

The Gulf of Aden is one of 
the busiest shipping routes in 
the world. 

"The Netherlands will de¬ 
ploy a submarine from the 
end of September to the end 
of November," the Dutch 


destroyed, basically wiped off 
the map," Sandro Cavalcante, 
a spokesman for the Alagoas 
state Civil Defense agency, 
said. 

In Pernambuco, to the north 
of Alagoas, 13 people were 
killed and nearly 18,000 peo¬ 
ple were made homeless, the 
national Civil Defense agency 
said. Alagoas had nearly 
26,000 people without shelter. 

Images from Globo Televi¬ 
sion showed whole towns flat¬ 
tened by the raging waters. 
Overturned cars lay among de¬ 
bris of hundreds of shattered 
houses and railway tracks were 
torn apart by the force of the 
water. 

"There are towns that look 
like an atomic bomb was 
dropped on them," the gover- 


ministry of defence said. 

In March, Nato extended 
its Ocean Shield anti-piracy 
mission until the end of 2012. 

The EU has an anti-piracy 
mission in the same region, 
Navfor, which is also tasked 
with protecting World Food 
Programme ships carrying 
food aid to Somalia. 

Pirates have in the past 
succeeded in collecting 
multi-million-dollar ransoms 
and the head of the Navfor 
says there has been an up¬ 
surge in attacks recently after 
a period of relative calm. 

The Kenyan foreign min¬ 
ister estimates pirates re¬ 
ceived $150m in ransom 
payments in 2009. 

With warships patrolling

"We are praying that they 
are alive," the governor said of 
the missing people.

The federal government 
said it would allocate 100 mil¬ 
lion reais ($56 million) for re¬ 
lief efforts and send 20,000 
baskets of basic food supplies 
to the two states, as well as 
mattresses and blankets for the 
thousands of homeless. 


along the Somali coast, the 
pirates have started to operate 
further away and have even 
staged some attacks across 
the Indian Ocean, closer to 
India than Somalia. 

Efforts to fight piracy are 
complicated by the lack of a 
functioning central govern¬ 
ment in Somalia and the lack 
of an international legal sys¬ 
tem for people accused of 
piracy. 

It is up to individual gov¬ 
ernments to put suspected pi¬ 
rates on trial if they are 
captured. 

Last week a Dutch court 
sentenced five Somali men to 
five years in prison for at¬ 
tacking a Dutch Antilles- 
flagged cargo ship in the Gulf 
of Aden last year, in the first 
such case to come to trial in 
Europe. 

Other Somali piracy sus¬ 
pects are being held in 
France, Spain, Germany and 
the US. 

Kenya, which holds more 
than 100 alleged pirates, has 
convicted 18 since 2007. 


NEW ORLEANS/WASHING¬ 
TON - A U.S. judge yestery 
blocked the Obama adminis¬ 
tration's ban on deepwater 
drilling, complicating its ef¬ 
forts to improve the safety of 
offshore oil operations after 
the worst spill in U.S. history. 

The White House said it 
would immediately appeal the 
judge's ruling, issued in New 
Orleans. Oil companies in¬ 
volved in offshore drilling op¬ 
erations had challenged the 
government's six-month mora¬ 
torium. 

A new poll found that most 
Americans still support off¬ 
shore drilling, despite watch¬ 
ing a huge slick from BP Pic's 
Gulf of Mexico oil spill devas¬ 
tate fragile wetlands and com¬ 
munities along the U.S. Gulf 
coast. 

The 64-day-old disaster has 
shattered investor confidence 
in BP, which has seen its stock 
price slashed in half since the 
start of the crisis. The British 
energy giant's London share 
price tumbled to its lowest 
level in 13 years yesterday. 

After the BP well ruptured 
on April 20, spewing millions 
of gallons of crude, President 
Barack Obama imposed the 
ban on deep-sea drilling while 


officials checked that other 
wells were operating safely. 

In granting a request by 
more than a dozen oil services 
companies for the ban to be 
overturned, Judge Martin Feld¬ 
man challenged its "immense 
scope." He said the firms 
would likely succeed in show¬ 
ing that it was "arbitrary and 
capricious." 

The Interior Department, 
which oversees offshore dril¬ 
ling, said despite the ruling, the 
firms still had to meet new 
safety and environmental rules 
before they could resume oper¬ 
ations. 

Expanding offshore drilling 
was part of Obama's proposals 
to revamp U.S. energy policy. 
He hoped it would generate 
support from opposition Re¬ 
publicans for more controver¬ 
sial aspects of his plans to fight 
climate change. 

But he shelved that plan 
after the spill and White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs said 
Obama believed that "continu¬ 
ing to drill at these depths with¬ 
out knowing what happened 
does not make any sense." 

The administration will 
probably ask for a stay of the 
court ruling as it pursues its ap¬ 
peal.

World Cup 'ambush marketing' 
charges against dutch women 
dropped 


South African prosecutors 
have dropped charges against 
two Dutch women, arrested 
over an alleged "ambush mar¬ 
keting" stunt at a World Cup 
match. 

Thirty-six women, wearing 
identical skimpy mini-dresses 
in Dutch orange sold as part of 
a gift pack by Dutch brewer 
Bavaria Beer, were ejected 
from Johannesburg's Soccer 
City stadium during the 
Netherlands-Denmark match 
last Monday. 

Two of the alleged organi¬ 
zers, charged with merchandi¬ 
sing offenses, were freed by a 
Johannesburg court on 10,000- 
rand ($1,300) bail two days 
later. They were also required 
to surrender their passports. 

They were accused of vio¬ 
lating the Merchandise Marks 
Act, which is being used to 
protect FIFA's commercial in¬ 
terests during the World Cup. 


Official sponsor Budweiser 
is the only beer company al¬ 
lowed to advertise within FIFA 
venues. 

South Africa's National 
Prosecuting Authority spokes¬ 
man Mthunzi Mhaga said the 
charges were dropped after 
FIFA indicated that they had 
no interest in proceeding with 
the matter. "They reached an 
agreement with Bavaria Beer 
company," he added. 

Dutch Foreign Minister 
Maxime Verhagen had called 
the arrests "outrageous," say¬ 
ing any legal action should be 
directed against the company 
rather than the women. 

The case has already led to 
the sacking of English football 
commentator and former foot¬ 
baller Robbie Earle, who was 
found to have passed on some 
of the tickets used by the 
women from his quota.

Google is developing serv¬ 
ices to let consumers pay for 
access to news articles and 
songs through individual 
purchases and subscriptions, 
according to various news re¬ 
ports. 

The system to access fee- 
based news articles is called 
Newspass and would give 
people a single log-in and 
payment account to access 
the "paywalls" of multiple 
publications, according to 
the reports, which were trig¬ 
gered by an article last week 
in Italy's La Repubblica 
newspaper. 

The move is seen as an 
olive branch for the publish¬ 
ing industry from Google, 
which many news organiza¬ 
tions blame for the revenue 
crisis their publications have 
faced in recent years. Google 
has been accused of using 
third-party news content to 
build traffic for its search en¬ 
gines, specifically its Google 
News service. Google coun¬ 
ters that it only serves up 
headlines, short text blurbs 
and thumbnail pictures on its 
pages, and that it always 
links them to articles in the 
original publishers' Web 
sites. 

Meanwhile, The Wall 
Street Journal is reported on 
Tuesday that Google will 
launch a music download 
service later this year, and 
add a subscription option to 
it next year. 

The music service would 
be tied to Google's search en¬ 
gine, thus building on 
Google's existing music 
search features, which let 
people play back songs right 
from Google's search results 
page through partnerships 
with online music providers. 

Google's music service 
would also be designed to 
work with mobile phones 
that run the company's An¬ 
droid OS, according to the 
Journal. 

Google didn't immedi¬ 
ately respond to requests 
seeking comment about 
Newspass and the music 
service. 


To get a date, music 
makes a difference 



MORBIHAN, France — Men 
who want to ask women on a 
date increase their odds if a 
love ballad is playing in the 
background, researchers in 
France found. 

Nicolas Gueguen and Ce¬ 
line Jacob of the Universite 
de Bretagne-Sud, along with 
Lubomir Lamy of Universite 
de Paris-Sud, set up a study 
in which 87 young women 
each spent time in a waiting 


room with background 
music playing either a 
love ballad or a neutral 
tune. 

During a delay, be¬ 
fore the female study 
subject was to move 
into another room — os¬ 
tensibly to discuss food 
products — an "average" 
young man said: 

"My name is An¬ 
toine, as you know, I 
think you are very nice 
and I was wondering if 
you would give me 
your phone number. I'll 
phone you later and we can 
have a drink together some¬ 
where next week." 

The study, published in the 
journal Psychology of Music, 
found 52 percent of the single 
young women responded to 
Antoine's advances under the 
influence of the love ballad, 
while 28 percent responded 
under the influence of the 
neutral song.

Female anti-rape condom 
has 'teeth* 



The female anti-rape con¬ 
dom 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
— A physician in South Africa 
says she has designed an anti¬ 
rape condom ’’with teeth” for 
women to insert, which 
latches itself to the skin of the 
attacker. 

Dr. Sonnet Ehlers says the 
Rape-aXe is a latex female 
condom, which a woman in¬ 


serts like a tampon. If the 
women is raped, it latches it¬ 
self to the skin of the attacker 
during penetration, causing 
immense discomfort to allow 
the victim to escape. 

”The attacker is ’branded’ 
a rapist! Since the attacker 
will need medical assistance 
to remove the Rape-aXe, 
there is no escaping arrest 
since medical staff will alert 
the authorities,” Ehlers says 
on her Web site www. anti¬ 
rape.co.za. 

’’The penis will be encap¬ 
sulated and the tines, (’the 
teeth’) are so small there will 
hardly be blood that can spill 
because it is in a capsule.” 

However, Ehlers says the 
Rape-aXe will not cause 
physical damage to the rapist, 
but he will have tell-tale 
scars. 

Because of the design of 
the female anti-rape condom 
cannot turn itself inside out, 
harming the woman, Ehlers 
adds. 




Risk of becoming dependent on drugs 


Numerous myths perpetuate 
the belief that many drugs are 
instantly addictive and that 
the likelihood of becoming 
abstinent again is virtually 
zero. 

There is no scientific in¬ 
formation to support these 
beliefs. An American author, 
Stephen Stahl (2008), pub¬ 
lished some data on the prob¬ 
ability of becoming 
dependent on a drug when it 
has been used once. His find¬ 
ings were as follows: 


Percentage of people be¬ 
coming dependent 
Tobacco 32% 

Heroin 23% 

Cocaine 17% 

Alcohol 15% 

Stimulants 11% 
Anxiolytics 9 % 

Cannabis 9% 

Analgesics 8% 

Inhalants 4% 

Other studies have shown 
that: 

the risk of dagga depend¬ 
ence is 8% in the ten years 


from the first use. 

the risk of becoming alco¬ 
hol dependent ranges be¬ 
tween 12% and 13% in the 
ten years from the first use. 

the risk of becoming co¬ 
caine dependent is 15% to 
16% in the ten years after 
first use. (Interestingly, 5% to 
6% of the cocaine users actu¬ 
ally became dependent 
within one year of using it for 
the first time.) 

the risk of becoming nico¬ 
tine dependent relates di¬ 
rectly to daily cigarette use. It 
is mostly young adults who 
become nicotine dependent, 
although the risk continues 
into mid-life. 

early-onset daily smokers 
have a seven times higher 
risk of becoming alcohol de¬ 
pendent, and an 11 times 
higher risk of becoming de¬ 
pendent on illegal drugs. 

the highest risk of starting 
drugs and becoming depend¬ 
ent on them is in late adoles¬ 
cence and the early twenties. 

the risk of becoming de¬ 
pendent on alcohol remains 
high throughout life. 


Health tip: Keep Baby Safe With a Pacifier 


A pacifier is a relatively safe device for babies, but it 
should still be used properly to avoid potential problems. 

The American Academy of Pediatrics offers these suggestions 
for pacifier use: 

* Never offer your baby the nipple and top from a baby bottle 
in place of a pacifier, as it poses a choking hazard. 

*Buy pacifiers that can’t be separated or disassembled. Solid 
plastic pacifiers are especially safe choices. 

* The widest part of the pacifier should be at least 11/2 inches 
wide so it can’t fit in baby’s mouth. It also should have ventilation 
holes. 

* Don’t tie your baby’s pacifier to the baby or the infant’s crib. 

* Examine pacifiers regularly to see if the mbber is deteriorat¬ 
ing, tearing or changing color. Replace when it shows signs of wear. 

* Don’t use a pacifier designed for a younger baby, who has a 
smaller mouth.

S-OOD DIFFERENCE 
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The celebration of ‘San Juan’ 
and ‘Dera Gai’ 




Dera Gai is an Aruban tradition 
celebrated every year on June 
24, St. John’s Day. History 
tells that San Juan festivities 
originated on the South part of 
Mexico and came down to 
Guatemala and other countries 
in Central America reaching 
Venezuela and passed down to 
Aruba. 

It is a custom brought by 
the missionaries who evange¬ 
lized the villages, by introdu¬ 
cing a tradition for the remem¬ 
brance to the sacrifice of apos¬ 
tle San Juan Bautista - St. John 
the Baptist, who according to 
the Biblical history was deca¬ 
pitated by order of King He- 
rodes, since he liked princess 
Salome. 

When the Spanish ruled the 
island, they brought a couple 
of missionaries to educate the 
locals about Christianity. The 
place they started to preach is 
where the Alto Vista Chapel is 
situated now. The first two 
missionaries are found buried 
on the right front side of the 
chapel entrance. The missio¬ 
naries allowed the natives by 
then to preserve some of their 
pagan celebrations like Dera 
Gai, Dande and the Carnival. 
That is why they combined the 
harvesting celebration with 


Saint John day. 

Aruba cele¬ 
brates San Juan 
(Saint John's 
Day) in a uni¬ 
que way. San 
Juan festivities 
in the early 
times had to do 
more with su¬ 
perstition. 

Mainly be¬ 
cause the na¬ 
tives believed 
in spirits and 
several Gods, 
and they were 
very afraid of 
them. In order 
to be in the 
good grace of 
the Gods and 
spirits, they 
had to make se¬ 
veral offerings. 
One of these was for the har¬ 
vest. The purpose of the festi¬ 
val of harvest was to thank the 
many Gods for the good har¬ 
vest year and to request them 
to bless the harvests for the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

In early times, after harves¬ 
ting, cunukeronan (coo-noo- 
ker-o-nan, Aruban farmers) 
stored the trunks of the several 
plants like com and other types 
of wood, so that they could be 
burned on San Juan. The far¬ 
mers would then burn the 
woods, on the night before San 
Juan as well as throughout the 
day. Fire means purification 
and it scares away bad luck re¬ 
sulting in a better harvest the 
following year. 

During the festivities, there 
were several games like jum¬ 
ping over fire, typical dances, 
singing, stories and joked 
being told, all this done around 
the fire. This festivity was 
something big on Aruba - it 
was a holiday. In the past, on 
June 23rd workers were given 
the afternoon off and the June 
24 the whole day. The festivi¬ 
ties start when the night arrives 
on San Juan's Eve. 

The tradition to bury a li¬ 
ving rooster (dera = bury and 
gai = rooster) was very com¬ 


mon in those days. Nowadays 
it is obviously unthinkable to 
do such a thing. 

Every town had it's own 
festivity. The most important 
dance was where a rooster is 
buried leaving only it's head 
above the ground. Over the 
years this has been replaced 
with a calabash gourd, and 
nowadays a synthetic rooster is 
placed above the ground. A 
man is then selected from the 
crowd and is blindfolded. He is 
then asked to kill the rooster by 
hitting its head real hard with a 
stick. 

After the incorporation of 
San Juan, they expanded the 
tradition, where now men 
named Juan have preference 
over the others. The man is 
spinned around so that he get 
disoriented and no longer 
knows the exact location of the 
rooster. Then with a com stick, 
he has to hit the rooster's head. 
He has three chances, and if he 
misses another man gets a 
chance. An experienced dancer 
is guided by the wind and uses 
his foot to feel the ground in 
search of the rooster, because 
as a mle you are not to feel the 
ground with the stick. 

During these festivities, 
women are dressed with long 
yellow dresses and yellow 
hair holders dancing in a cho¬ 
reographed manner. The mu¬ 
sicians are dressed in yellow 
or red with a colorful band 
tightened on their hips. The 
instruments used consist 
mostly of drums and other 
noisemaker devices. While 
the music plays, the dancer 
has to hit the rooster, but the 
stick is not to touch the 
ground, or he looses his turn. 
This is done to symbolize the 
three times the rooster sang 
when Saint Peter lied about 
not knowing Jesus, according 
to the Bible. It is said that 
Aruba is the only country in 
the world that celebrates it 
with song and dance. 

In Santa Cmz a century ago 
they changed the celebration a 
bit. They do not use a live 
rooster anymore, but instead 
changed it to one flag of vari¬ 
ous colors; red, white, blue and 
green, and a yellow flag with 
red border. These flags are then 
placed on a table. They also 
allow multiple participants, 
while blind folded, to try and 
grab a flag once the signal is 
given. The one that grabs the 
yellow flag wins. 

Up to this day, Dera Gai is 
still celebrated in every town. 
Needless to say that the fire de¬ 
partment has their hands very 
full putting out some of the 
fires that get out of hand ...

Peru replaces Colombia 
as top coca producer 



Pem has overtaken Colombia 
as the main producer of coca 
leaf, the raw material for 
making cocaine, the UN says. 

More than 45% of the 
world's coca crop now comes 
from Pem, according to a re¬ 
port by the UN Office on 
Dmgs and Crime (UNDOC). 

A steady fall in production 
in Colombia showed the gov¬ 
ernment's anti-dmg policies 
were succeeding, it said. 

Colombia now accounts 
for 39% of the world coca 
crop. 

There was little change in 
the scale of cultivation in Bo¬ 
livia, the third biggest pro¬ 
ducer, which accounts for 
15% of world production. 

Coca cultivation in 
Colombia fell by 16% in 
2009 to 68,000 hectares, a 
decline of almost 60% since 
the peak of a decade ago, ac¬ 
cording to UNDOC esti¬ 
mates. 

"The dmg control policies 
adopted by the Colombian 
government over the past few 
years - combining security 
and development - are paying 
off," said UNDOC executive 
director Antonio Maria 
Costa. 

Outgoing Colombian Pre¬ 
sident Alvaro Uribe made the 
fight against dmg production 
and left-wing rebels who are 
funded by the drug trade a 
cornerstone of his govern¬ 
ment. 

The offensive has been 
supported by the US, which 
has given billions of dollars 


in mostly military aid under a 
programme called Plan 
Colombia. 

The Colombian govern¬ 
ment has hailed the UN fig¬ 
ures as a vindication of its 
approach. 

Coca leaf has been grown 
in the Andes for centuries 
"This success is thanks to the 
democratic security policy 
and its integral approach to 
the fight against drugs, in¬ 
cluding manual eradication 
and aerial spraying of coca 
crops," a statement said. 

"The sustained efforts of 
the Colombian authorities 
have led to a significant re¬ 
duction in the global supply 
of cocaine," it added. 

But the UN figures show 
production has been shifting 
to Pem, which produced 
119,000 tons of coca leaf in 
2009 compared to 103,000 
tons in Colombia. 

Coca cultivation in Peru 
has increased by 55% over 
the past decade, UNDOC 
says, though this year's total 
is still half what it was two 
decades ago. 

Peru was the world's 
biggest coca producer until 
the mid-1990s, when produc¬ 
tion shifted to Colombia as 
the security situation in Pem 
improved. 

Critics of the US-led dmgs 
control policy say the ability 
of traffickers to transfer their 
operations from one country 
to another shows the futility 
of the war on dmgs.

CARTAGENA Colombia, - 
Canada's Senate has ap¬ 
proved a free trade deal with 
Colombia, the Latin Ameri¬ 
can country's energy minister 
said yesterday, adding it was 
good news for Canadian ex¬ 
plorers bidding for oil blocks. 

South America's No. 4 oil 
producer is auctioning off 
more than 200 exploration 
and production blocks in a 
move that could double its 
crude oil reserves and draw 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars of investment into an al¬ 


ready booming sector. 

"I have some good news 
for our Canadian friends. The 
Senate has just approved a 
free trade agreement ... so 
that opens the way for a lot of 
opportunities and our govern¬ 
ment is very happy about 
that," Energy and Mining 
Minister Hernan Martinez 
said at the auction in the 
coastal city of Cartagena. 

He gave no further details 
of the agreement. 

Investment in the Andean 
nation's oil and mining sec¬ 


tors has nearly quintupled 
since President Alvaro Uribe 
took power in 2002, driving 
rebels out of resource-rich re¬ 
gions and attracting foreign 
capital with pro-investment 
policies. 

Bogota is offering three 
types of blocks: already ex¬ 
plored and producing areas, 
newly prospective basins, 
and acreage in largely unex¬ 
plored areas to foreign and 
local companies eager to tap 
the Andean nation's black 
gold. 


Europeans act alone on bank tax 
before G20 


PARIS/BERLIN - Germany, 
France and Britain announced 
plans yesterday to introduce a 
bank levy to help meet the 
costs of the financial crisis, 
without waiting for a G20 
summit this week, underscor¬ 
ing a rift with key partners. 

A joint statement said the 
three biggest European 
economies were "committed 
to the full implementation of 
the ambitious G20 financial 
sector reform agenda," but the 
timing of the tax move sug¬ 
gested the Europeans have 
low hopes of any global deal. 

G20 finance ministers 
dropped the idea of a com¬ 
mon levy this month due to 
Canadian and Japanese resist¬ 
ance. But European Union 
leaders, under pressure to jus¬ 
tify austerity measures to their 
voters, renewed a call for in¬ 
ternational action last week. 

Britain's new center-right 
government included a bank 


tax in yesterday's austere 
emergency budget, aimed at 
slashing a giant deficit and 
swollen public debt built up 
rescuing teetering banks and 
fighting the deepest recession 
since World War Two. 

Finance minister George 
Osborne announced a two- 
year public sector pay freeze, 
a big increase in value-added 
tax on goods and services, a 
25 percent cut in most min¬ 
istries' spending over four 
years and measures to curb 
welfare costs. 

The planned spending cuts 
were the toughest in a gener¬ 
ation, prompting economist 
Howard Archer of IHS 
Global Insight to call it "a 
pretty eye-watering package. 

On the other side of the 
globe, Japan announced ambi¬ 
tious targets to rein in its debt, 
with new Prime Minister 
Naoto Kan making clear the 
government would have to 


push through contentious tax 
increases to fill deep fiscal 
gaps. 

Kan said the example of 
Greece, whose debt crisis has 
undermined confidence in the 
euro zone and forced other 
European states to adopt aus¬ 
terity measures, showed how 
markets had become more 
wary of public debt and sov¬ 
ereign risk. 

Germany said it would put 
a bank tax bill to the cabinet 
in summer and France said it 
would present details of its 
bank levy in the 2011 budget, 
due to go to parliament in the 
autumn. 

Canada, the G20's host, 
appeared to soften its stance 
on the bank levy yesterday. 
Finance Minister Jim Flaherty 
said in a newspaper inter¬ 
view: "I really want to see the 
G20 agree on how to go for¬ 
ward. It is important that we 
try to be collegial."

YESTERDAY’S 
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NEW YORK - Stocks fell 
more than 1 percent in yet an¬ 
other late-day selloff yester¬ 
day as unexpectedly poor 
housing figures and the punc¬ 
ture of a key technical level 
sapped buying interest. 

Stocks marked time in a 
thinly traded session until the 
S&P 500 fell through its 200- 
day moving average, which 
had been a basis of support in 
the last few days. 

Homebuilders' shares fell 
after the National Association 
of Realtors reported sales of 
existing homes unexpectedly 
fell in May in the latest of a 
series of weak economic re¬ 
leases. 

D.R. Horton Inc (DHI.N) 
fell 2.9 percent to $10.24 
while luxury homebuilder 
Toll Brothers (TOL.N) was 
off 2.9 percent at $17.11. The 


Morgan Stanley housing 
index (.HGX) slumped 2.6 
percent. 

"This tells you how weak 
demand is, and that creates a 
lot of uncertainty about where 
the economy is going," said 
James Meyer, chief invest¬ 
ment officer at Tower Bridge 
Advisors in West Con- 
shohocken, Pennsylvania. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average (.DJI) dropped 
148.96 points, or 1.43 per¬ 
cent, to 10,293.45. The Stan¬ 
dard & Poor's 500 Index 
(.SPX) fell 17.86 points, or 
1.60 percent, to 1,095.34. 
The Nasdaq Composite Index 
(.IXIC) lost 27.29 points, or 
1.19 percent, to 2,261.80. 

The S&P 500 ended below 
1111.33, the 200-day moving 
average. 

Energy companies also 


numbered among the declin¬ 
es amid worries about regu¬ 
lation. Oil drillers briefly 
spiked after a U.S. judge 
ruled against a six-month 
moratorium imposed by the 
White House on deepwater 
drilling, but the Obama ad¬ 
ministration said it will im¬ 
mediately appeal, and the 
sector fell. 

Cabot Oil & Gas Corp 
(COG.N) shares dropped 6.2 
percent to $33.70 and the 
S&P energy sector (.GSPE) 
fell 1.3 percent. 

"The markets aren't going 
to like the uncertainty that the 
back-and-forth between the 
courts and the administration 
creates," said Joe Saluzzi, co¬ 
manager of trading at Themis 
Trading in Chatham, New 
Jersey. 

On the upside, Apple Inc 


(AAPL.O) rose 1.3 percent to 
$273.56 on news it had sold 
3 million iPads since the 
product's April launch. In ad¬ 
dition, at least two broker¬ 
ages raised their price targets 
on the tech bellwether. 
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Curtsy and bow--Wimbledon 
stars work on etiquette 



LONDON, England - Andy 
Murray is not sure whether to 
bow or not but Serena Williams 
is taking no chances — she is 
busy practicing her curtsy. 

For Queen Elizabeth, 
whose favorite sport has al¬ 
ways been horse racing, is 
coming to the world’s most fa¬ 
mous tennis tournament for the 
first time in 33 years. 

She never misses Royal 
Ascot’s annual festival of top- 
class racing. But she has not 
been to Wimbledon since her 
Silver Jubilee year in 1977 
when Britain’s Virginia Wade 
won the women’s singles. 

Current titleholder Serena 
Williams, who hopes to be 
playing in front of the Queen 
tomorrow if the draw works 
out, said ”Wow, this is really, 
really cool.” 

”I’ve been working on my 
curtsy. It’s a little extreme so I 
am going to have to tone it 
down,” she said. 

Murray is not quite sure 
what the etiquette will be. 

”1 don’t want to be bowing 
and the person I'm playing with 
walks straight past or the other 
way round. You obviously need 
to have an agreement before 
you go on,” he said. 

Wade reckons the royal 
presence will help to energize 
the Scot and really fire up his 
game which has tapered off 
since he reached the Australian 
Grand Slam final in January. 

Last year, when Murray be¬ 


came the first 
Briton in 71 years 
to land the pre- 
Wimbledon tour¬ 
nament at Queens, 
the monarch sent 
him a note of con¬ 
gratulations. 

Britain, which 
invented the game 
of tennis and hosts 
its most glamorous 
tournament, has 
not enjoyed suc¬ 
cess at Wimbledon 
in the men's sin¬ 
gles since the 
glory days of Fred 
Perry way back in 
the 1930s. 

BBC commen¬ 
tator Max Robert¬ 
son was beside 
himself with ex¬ 
citement after Wade's victory: 
"Virginia Wade has won the 
centenary title with the Queen 
watching her. Virginia will be 
taking tea with the Queen.” 

Organizers are hoping — 
shocks permitting — that 

Queen Elizabeth will get to 
watch both Murray and 

Williams when she takes her 
seat in the royal box tomorrow. 

But if Murray fulfils the 
sporting dreams of a nation, 
she will not be able to return 
next week for the final — she 
and Prince Philip will be on a 
state visit to Canada. 

Records show that the first 
royal visit to Wimbledon came 
in 1895 when Crown Princess 
Stephanie of Austria came to 
watch the men's doubles. 

Before his accession, 
George VI even competed in 
the men's doubles at the 1926 
championships. He and Com¬ 
mander Louis Greig were eas¬ 
ily defeated in the first round. 
Their opponents were spared a 
trip to the Tower of London. 

Princess Diana was lucky 
enough to attend the nail-biting 
1981 final between arch rivals 
John McEnroe and Bjorn 
Borg. 

But perhaps the most me¬ 
morable royal moment was of¬ 
fered by the Duchess of Kent 
in 1993. At the prize-giving, 
she comforted losing finalist 
Jana Novotna who broke down 
and sobbed on her shoulders 
after her defeat.

LIMA, Peru - Charles Zeval¬ 
los, a politician in Peru's Ama¬ 
zon basin, often wins kisses 
from female supporters, but 
things have moved to a whole 
new level as women at his ral¬ 
lies have started throwing their 
underwear at him. 

Zevallos, a candidate for 
mayor in the province of May- 
nas, has made a tradition of 
giving fans, watches or soccer 
balls at his rallies in exchange 
for women's kisses. 

But in the past few days, 
some supporters have taken off 
their underpants and tossed 
them to him during rallies for 
his progressive party, 1000 
Movimiento Integracion Lore- 
tana. 

Zevallos has downplayed 
any resemblance to Tom Jones, 


the Welsh crooner who for 
years was showered with 
women's panties while per¬ 
forming at pop music concerts. 

Commentators in Peru's 
capital of Lima, 990 miles 
from Maynas, said the under¬ 
wear throwing was proof that 
politics in the Andean country 
had reached a new low. 

"It was spontaneous, I did 
not ask for them, but then I 
saw a pair of yellow ones, and 
then another woman threw an¬ 
other pair at me," Zevallos 
said. 

He said he cannot be 
blamed for having zealous 
supporters. 

"I don't know if this will 
stop, it's really crazy here right 
now. The people love me," Ze¬ 
vallos said. 
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Archaeologists find oldest paintings 
of apostles

ROME, Italy - Archaeologists 
and art restorers using new 
laser technology have disco¬ 
vered what they believe are the 
oldest paintings of the faces of 
Jesus Christ's apostles. 

The images in a branch of 
the catacombs of St Tecla near 
St Paul's Basilica, just outside 
the walls of ancient Rome, 
were painted at the end of the 
4th century or the start of the 
5th century. 

Archaeologists believe 
these images may have been 
among those that most influ¬ 
enced later artists' depictions 
of the faces of Christ's most 
important early followers. 

"These are the first images 
that we know of the faces of 
these four apostles," said Pro¬ 
fessor Fabrizio Bisconti, the 
head of archaeology for 
Rome's numerous catacombs, 
which are owned and main¬ 
tained by the Vatican. 

The frescoes were known 
but their details came to light 
during a restoration project 
that started two years ago and 
whose results were announced 
recently at a news conference. 

The full-face icons include 
visages of St Peter, St Andrew, 
and St John, who were among 
Jesus' original 12 apostles, and 
St Paul, who became an apos¬ 
tle after Christ's death. 

The paintings have the 
same characteristics as later 
images, such as St Paul's 
rugged, wrinkled and elon¬ 
gated forehead and balding 
head and pointy beard, indica¬ 
ting they may have been the 
ones which set the standard. 

The four circles, about 50 
cm in diameter, are on the ceil¬ 
ing of the underground burial 
place of a noblewoman who is 
believed to have converted to 
Christianity at the end of the 


same century when the em¬ 
peror Constantine made it 
legal. 

Bisconti explained that 
older paintings of the apostles 
show them in a group, with 
smaller faces whose details are 
difficult to distinguish. 

"This is a very important 
discovery in the history of the 
early Christian communities of 
Rome," said Bisconti. 

The frescoes inside the 
tomb measuring about 2 by 2 
meters were covered with a 
thick patina of powdery cal¬ 
cium carbonate caused by ex¬ 
treme humidity and no air 
circulation. 

"We took our time to do ex¬ 
tensive analysis before deci¬ 
ding what technique to use," 
said Barbara Mazzei, who 
headed the project. She ex¬ 
plained how she used a laser as 
an "optical scalpel" to make 
the calcium carbonate fall off 
without damaging the paint. 

"The laser created a sort of 
a mini explosion of steam 
when it interacted with the cal¬ 
cium carbonate to make it de¬ 
tach from the surface," she 
said. 


The result was stunning 
clarity in the images that were 
before blurry and opaque. 

The wrinkles on St Paul's 
forehead, for example, are 
clear and the whiteness of St 
Peter's beard has re-emerged. 

"It was very, very emotional 
to discover this," said Mazzei. 

Other scenes from the 
Bible, such as Jesus raising 
Lazarus from the dead or 
Abraham preparing to sacrifice 
his son Isaac, are now also 
much clearer and brighter. 

"As far as paintings inside 
catacombs go, we are used to 
very faint paintings, usually 
white, with few colors. In the 
case of the St Tecla catacombs, 
the great surprise was the ex¬ 
traordinary colors. The more 
we went forward, the more 
surprises we found," Mazzei 
said. 

The tomb, in a web of cata¬ 
combs under a modern build¬ 
ing, is not yet open to the 
public because of continued 
work, difficult access and lim¬ 
ited space. Bisconti said the 
new discoveries will be made 
available for viewing by spe¬ 
cialists for the time being.

Rangers expected to 
change bankruptcy plan 


LONDON - As victories go it 
was a breeze for Rafael 
Nadal against Japan’s Kei 
Nishikori in the first round of 
Wimbledon on Tuesday but it 
was the Spaniard’s ecstatic 
reaction that told the real 
story. 

After rifling a smash deep 
into the other side of Centre 
Court to complete a 6-2 6-4 
6-4 win he ripped off his 
white headband, thumped the 
net tape with his yellow 
racket, clenched his fists and 
looked skywards with his 
eyes closed. 

Two years on from that 
unforgettable Sunday 

evening when his swash¬ 
buckling tennis floored 
Roger Federer to win the 
2008 title in near darkness, a 
beaming Nadal could hardly 
contain himself as the Centre 
Court crowd rose to salute 
him. 

“I can tell you, I’m very 
happy how I played today,” 
Nadal, whose aching knees 
prevented him from being 
able to defend his title last 
year, told reporters. 

“It’s always special to play 
on this court. “I’m happy to 
come back to this tournament 
and play in probably the most 
beautiful and emblematic 
court in the world.” 

Nadal’s one blip in a per¬ 
formance full of searing win¬ 
ners was a dropped serve in 
the third set but he exacted 
swift retribution to swat aside 


the 20-year-old wildcard. 

Make no mistake. The 24- 
year-old, looking sharp, eager 
and hungry despite a long 
claycourt grind, is here to re¬ 
claim the title that Federer 
snatched back last year. 

As opening salvos go it was 
emphatic, just as Serena 
Williams’s had been earlier 
when the defending women’s 
champion beat Portugal’s 
Michelle Larcher de Brito 6-0 
6-4 in what she described as her 
“strawberry and cream outfit”. 

Williams does not care 
much for first-round dramas, 
especially in grand slams 
where she now has a 43-0 
record. 

Since debuting at Wimble¬ 
don in 1998, the American 
has only lost one set at the 
first hurdle and the 2 8-year- 
old was dominant again, 
smacking down 15 aces as 
the temperatures soared into 
the high 70s. 

She will have a royal audi¬ 
ence on Thursday against 
Russian Anna Chakvetadze 
when Queen Elizabeth makes 
her first visit to the All Eng¬ 
land Club since 1977 and 
world number one Williams 
said she would spend 
Wednesday perfecting her 
curtsy. 

“I’m definitely going to 
work on it a little more,” said 
the three-times Wimbledon 
champion. “I’m trying to tone 
down my wrist action. But 
my curtsy is really fun. It’s 


something that she’ll defi¬ 
nitely never forget.” 

Federer will be spared 
royal etiquette when he plays 
his second round on Wednes¬ 
day against Serbia’s Ilija Bo- 
zoljac. 

Then again the Swiss has 
enough on his plate trying to 
find some form after being 
within three points of defeat 
against unheralded Alejandro 
Falla in Monday’s tortuous 
opener. 

Federer’s toils would not 
have gone unnoticed by 
Nadal, British fourth seed 
Andy Murray or French 
Open runner-up Robin 
Soderling as they all saun¬ 
tered through on Day Two. 

Murray is the only home 
player left after another de¬ 
moralising day for British 
tennis but the Scot’s play dur¬ 
ing a 7-5 6-1 6-2 defeat of 
Czech Jan Hajek suggested 
“Andy-monium” could break 
out on Henman Hill next 
week. 

Soderling, who could face 
Nadal in the last eight, 
dropped just seven games 
against Robby Ginepri. 

Eleven Spanish men were 
in singles action on Tuesday 
but apart from Nadal, David 
Ferrer and Marcel Granollers, 
the rest all perished. Fer¬ 
nando Verdasco became the 
highest seed to fall in the 
men’s draw when the No.8 
lost to Italy’s Fabio Fognini. 

A quartet of Italian women 
reached the second round on 
Ladies Day with 10th seed 
Flavia Pennetta continuing 
the Spain-bashing with a 6-4 
6-0 win over Anabel Medina 
Garrigues. Romina Oprandi 
ended British hopes in the 
women’s draw, beating 
teenager Heather Watson 6-4 
1-6 6-3. 

Third seed Caroline Woz¬ 
niacki stopped the Italian 
charge with an impressive 6- 
1 6-1 defeat of Tathiana 
Garbin and Maria Sharapova 
dazzled too, reminding 
everyone of the power that 
propelled her to the 2004 title 
with a 6-1 6-0 thrashing of 
fellow Russian Anastasia 
Pivovarova. 

Australian Samantha Sto- 
sur’s stay proved short-lived 
as the French Open runner-up 
and sixth seed here was sent 
packing 6-4 6-4 by Estonia’s 
Kaia Kanepi. 

Stosur’s defeat meant both 
French Open finalists had 
failed to survive the opening 
round here as Paris champion 
Francesca Schiavone made a 
hasty exit on Monday. 


FORT WORTH, Texas — 
The Texas Rangers will have 
to change its bankruptcy 
plan—although not the 
amount paid to creditors—to 
avoid having it killed by 
upset creditors, a federal 
bankruptcy judge said Tues¬ 
day. 

U.S. Bankruptcy Judge D. 
Michael Lynn said in a writ¬ 
ten ruling that creditors and 
team owners were adversely 
affected by the Rangers’ plan 
to pay creditors $75 million 
and sell the club to a group 
led by Hall of Fame pitcher 
and team president Nolan 
Ryan and Pittsburgh attorney 
Chuck Greenberg. 

The ruling allows the team 
and two groups of creditors 
to vote on the plan. Because 
creditors have said they 
would vote against it, the 
Rangers are expected to 
change the plan before a vote 
happens. 

The judge said he was not 
ordering changes to the plan 
but took issue with some 
creditors’ rights that were 
taken away. 

“The court concludes that 
... (the Rangers) must grant 
them their rights under their 
loan documents prospec¬ 
tively. While payment of the 
$75,000,000 plus interest will 
satisfy and discharge debtor’s 
monetary obligations as re¬ 
quired by (a bankruptcy 
code), in order for the plan to 
be confirmed without the ac¬ 
ceptance of the lenders ... the 
treatment of the lenders must 
be modified,” Lynn wrote. 

In a statement, Rangers at¬ 
torney Mark A. Semer said 
the team was pleased “that 
the judge remains committed 


to completing the sale of the 
Rangers expeditiously, and 
we are confident that neces¬ 
sary changes to the plan can 
be made to achieve that out¬ 
come.” He declined to elabo¬ 
rate. 

Attorneys for the creditors 
did not immediately return 
calls to The Associated Press. 
A final decision on the plan is 
expected at a July 9 hearing. 

The judge has already 
ruled that the unsecured cred¬ 
itors in the case were not ad¬ 
versely affected by the 
Rangers’ plan because they 
would be paid in full, plus in¬ 
terest. Topping the list of the 
30 unsecured creditors is 
New York Yankees star Alex 
Rodriguez(notes), who is 
owed $24.9 million in de¬ 
ferred compensation six 
years after he was traded. 

Experts said bankruptcy 
plans are often changed but 
this ruling is likely to trigger 
quick action by the Rangers. 

“The judge has opened the 
door to the lenders voting and 
thereby killing the plan as it 
was filed,” said Jason T. Ro¬ 
driguez, a Dallas bankruptcy 
attorney who is not involved 
in the case. 

The team’s $575 million 
sale to Greenberg and Ryan’s 
group was announced earlier 
this year, but has been stalled 
by creditors’ concerns over 
the financially strapped Hicks 
Sports Group. 

At a hearing last week, 
creditors argued that the team 
doesn’t just owe $75 million 
but is obligated to pay more 
than $525 million in loans 
that team owner Tom Hicks’ 
ownership group defaulted 
on last year.

Mexicans brace

France’s disastrous World 
Cup campaign ended in a loss 
Tuesday, a result that also 
dragged South Africa out of 
the tournament and left 
Uruguay and Mexico with 
places in the round of 16. 

Argentina advanced as ex¬ 
pected from Group B later in 
the day, but it took them most 
of the game to break through 
a staunch Greece defense and 
win 2-0 in Polokwane. South 
Korea also made the round 
the 16 by holding Nigeria to 
a 2-2 draw in Durban. 

South Africa beat France 
2-1 in Bloemfontein, but the 
first-half goals from Bongani 
Khumalo and Katlego 
Mphela weren’t enough to 
stop the team from becoming 
the first host to be eliminated 
from the first round. 

In Rustenburg, two-time 
champion Uruguay defeated 
Mexico 1-0 and won Group 
A. Mexico and South Africa 
each had four points, but the 
Mexicans advanced on goal 
difference. 

South Africans will be dis¬ 
appointed with the result, but 
the French will be furious. 
The 1998 World Cup cham¬ 
pion is in disarray. 

France was held to a 0-0 
draw by Uruguay in its open¬ 


ing match, and then lost to 
Mexico 2-0. The chaos 
started shortly thereafter, 
when striker Nicolas Anelka 
was sent home for refusing to 
apologize to the coach after 
insulting him. 

Then the players decided 
to skip a day of practice to 
protest that decision, further 
disrupting an already falter¬ 
ing World Cup campaign. 

Tuesday’s match just 
added to the negative image 
most have of France coach 
Raymond Domenech, who 
benched captain Patrice Evra 
for his final match in charge. 

“The whole of France 
needs to have an explanation 
for this disaster,” Evra said. 
“It’s not the time to give 
them, but I will personally 
give them ... what I went 
through, just the truth, as 
quickly as possible.” 

Khumalo gave South 
Africa the lead when he beat 
Abou Diaby in the 20th 
minute and scored from 
Siphiwe Tshabalala’s cross. 
Mphela added a second in the 
37th, scoring from Tsepo 
Masilela’s cross. 

“The early goal helped a 
lot,” Khumalo said. “I really 
thought we could pull through.” 

Both goals came after 
France was reduced to 10 


men in the 25th when Yoann 
Gourcuff was sent off for el¬ 
bowing Macbeth Sibaya. 

Florent Malouda scored 
France’s only goal of the 
tournament in the 70th. That 
goal gave them one more 
than in 2002, when the then 
defending champion French 
were also eliminated in the 
first round. 

Luis Suarez scored 
Uruguay’s goal against Mex¬ 
ico in the 43rd, heading in a 
cross from Edinson Cavani. 

“The important thing is 
that we qualified in first 
place,” Uruguay striker 
Diego Forlan said. “They 
controlled the ball well and in 
truth it was quite hard for us.” 

Uruguay didn’t concede a 
goal in the first round. 

Martin Demichelis finally 
gave Argentina the lead in the 
77th minute when he headed 
the ball off teammate Diego 
Milito and then shot past 
Greece goalkeeper Alexan¬ 
dras Tzorvas. 

Martin Palermo added the 
second goal in the 89th, 
knocking in a rebound after 
Tzorvas saved a shot from 
Lionel Messi, who served as 
Argentina’s youngest ever 
captain at 22 years old. Reg¬ 
ular captain Javier Mascher- 
ano was rested by coach
